While approximately 90 per cent of 
cream was brought in by truck and 
train in the early days of the first lant 
‘at Alix, in 1949 55 per cent was deliv- 
ered locally by the patron or his neigh- 
bor to the C.A.D.P. plants. What ap- 
plied on cream, applied to a still great- 
er degree on eggs and poultry. 

Mr, Johnstone saw very practical 
advantages from having plants locat~- 
ed throughout the Pool's area. as bet- 
ter service could thus be given with an 
average better return to the member, 
“because of thé betterment in quality 
of cream, eggs .and poultry.” Milk was 
in a different position, since it came in 
almost entirely by truck on establish- 
ed routes, and this was not likely to be 
much changed. 

Trucking costs, the General Manager 
showed, have almost doubled — since 
1939, and they were not likely to de- 
cline in the immediate future. 

“Generally speaking,” he said, “our 
most successful plants are those where 
a major percentage of the goods is de- 
livered by the member. The plant does 
better and so does the member. The 
member gets the platform price and 
some general improvement in average 
quality, and the plant saves the extra 
that it would cost to bring the product 
in.” 


Cost of Plant Upkeep 


Due to increased cost of most sup- | 


plies and materials and other attend- 
ant costs, more. was spent by the Pool 
on plant upkeep than in any previous 
twelve month period, the total being 
some $96,000. For the current year the 
total might be lower, but at least well 
up to the 1948 level of over $68,000. Tho 
plan was to improve the standard at 
one or two plants a year. Ten’ plants 
had been gone over and seven remain- 
ed, though on some of these there had 
been partial rehabilitation. 

Mr, Johnstone dealt briefly with the 
merchandising of evaporated milk, de- 
scribing periods when it was neces- 
sary.to concentrate on 
others when this presented no problem 
—from 1942 to March, 1949. In the pre- 
sent year the sales program had met 
with reasonable success. 

Future for Products 

Dealing with the future for dairy and 
poultry products, the General Manager 
first pointed out that up to a year ago 
difficulty was experienced in getting 
sufficient fluid milk at Pool branches 
for fluid use. “That is not the case to- 
day,” he said, “there is sufficient. As a 
matter of fact, in most cases we have 
some surplus. Undoubtedly milk for

The veteran statesman, the bachelor 
who wae prime minister: longer than 
any other man in any British Common 
wealth, died late Saturday evening. A 
state funeral will be held Wednesday: 

His life, which began in What now fs 
Kitchener, Ont., 75 yearg ago jast Dec- 
ember, was the story of Canada's 
growth to nationhood in the first halt 
of the century. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent, chosen 
by Mr. King as his successor when he 
left public life in 1948, said the death 
marks the end of what historians will 
call “the Mackenzie King era.” 

Mr. King died at his summer home at 
Kingsmere, a lakeside community in 
the Gatineau hills of Quebec about 36 
miles from Ottawa. 

He had been ill since a-heart and 
circulation ailment sent him to bed for 
‘a month while he was attending the 
conference of Commonwealth primes 
ministers in London in the fall of 1948, 

There had been periods sinee when 
he seemed to have recovered much of 
his former vigor, ang he was trying to 
write his memoirs. 

Last Thursday he had a recurrence 
of the pulmonary disturbances which 
had bothered him for years, developed 
acute pneumonia and soon passed into 
coma. k 

His attending hysician at first 
thought he would rally as he had many 
times but at Saturday noon his con- 
dition was oritical. «

—29 years—and no other Common- 
wealth prime minister had held office 
so long. 

He died, as he lived in quiet, modest 
surroundings, aloof from the public and 
from public acclaim, 

A month ago he went from Laur'er 
House to his Kingsmere estate which 
he started to build up when he first 
came to Ottawa in 1900. 

He told a friend then that he believ 
ed the quiet and the country air would 
restore his strength as it had so often 
in the last 50 years. 

But the physique and spirit which 
carried him successfully through much 
stress, including his responsfbilities in 
in the Second Great war and its after- 
math, failed to respond.

Phe record $425,000,000 defence budget 
endorsed at the last session of parlia- 
mrent is expecteq to be markedly in- 
creased by supplementary estimates, 
probably something in the vicinity of 
$50,000,000 more. 

These stepped up plans are aimed’ 
primarily at the defence of .Canada 
and reflect the thoughts that Korea 
may be only the start of bigger things. 
Increased orders for jet fighter planes 
head the list in moves to hasten and 
expand defence purchaging arrange- 
ments originally scheduled for this 
yeat. More radar, army equipment and 
naval ships also now may be forthcom- 
ing. 

Five Jet, Squadrons 


By the end of 1951, Canada’s air 
force aims at having five regular fight 
er squadrons, largely equipped with 
new American-desigmed, , Canadian 
built F86 jet fighters. Orders already 
are in for the F86's and for the Cana- 
dian designed and built fast, all-weath 
er jet fighter, the CF100. 

Part of the increased defence budgot 
also will to be useq to maintain Cana- 
dian destroyers Cayuga, Athabasca and 
Sioux In action off Korean coasts, The 
three Tribal-class fighting ships ar- 
rived in. Pearl Harbor last week, and 
joined U.S. Naval Task Force “Yoke” 
which is under command of Gen. Doug 
las MacArthur as U.N. forces leader in 
Korea. 


From now on, probably, their opera- 
tions will be shrouded in military sec- 
recy. But it has been indicated that 
they'll be ready for any job given them 
from shelling the North Korean coast 
to intercepting enemy ships that at- 
tempt to crack the blockade which the 
task force means to throw around 
Korea.

LONDON — British research work- 
ers have. found a link exists between 
poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis) cas 
es and inoculation for other diseases, 

The findings, published in the latest 
issue of the British Medical Journal, 
say that the association’ occurs where 
inoculation has. been carried out within 
@ month of paralysis developing. 
* ‘The investigation was carried out by 
Prof. A. Bradford Hill, medical statis-

“The statistics: collected in the in- 
quiry.” their report: states, reveal 
clearly an association between recent 
injections and paralysis—We must 
conclude that in the 1945 epidemic of 
poliomyelitis in this country cases of 
paralysis were occurring which were 
associated with inoculation procedure 
carried out within the mouth preceding 
the recorded date of onset of the flinesz 

“We find no evidence whatever that 
any inoculations carried out thres 
months or more before the onset of ill- 
ness have had any such effect.” 

Commenting editorially, the British 
.Medical Journal says: 

“It may be that children with the 
general malaise of incipient polfomye 
litis are not taken to the clinic for in- 
oculation, but 1t seems more likely that 
the effect of injection is to produce 
paralytic symptoms. It now is reason- 
ably certain that inoculation may bring 
an added hazard to a child already in 
fected with poliomyelitis virus. 

“It woulq seem best to take advan- 
‘tage of the seasonal incidence of polio 
myelitis and restrict mass inoculatios 
to the non-epidemic periods of the 
year.”

Biologists Study | New: 
Mouse Species 


VICTORIA, B.C.—Discovery of a 
new mouse species on the rugged is- 
lahds off the northwest coast of Van- 
couver Island may explode a long-held 
theory that the whole coast was ice- 
covered during the glacial period. 

The mice, a wWwhite-footed © variety, 
were iound by a party of four Victoria 


lands, The group explored five islands 
in all—Triangle, Cox, Lanz, Beresford 
and Sartine. 

Rack in‘Victoria after the two-weck 
expedition, mammal biologist Charles 
Guiget said the mice may eventually 
furnish the ciuve to the origin of the is- 
lands. He added that no geological sur- 
vey has yet been made, 

“The puzzle is how did the mice get 
there. There are several theories. One 
thing sure is that they are entirely dif 
rerent from mice found on the main- 
} land.” 
| The ‘biologists said landing on the 
|islands from their boat was made per- 
lous by heavy swells and tides, Dens 
| Vegetation on the steep cliffs droppiog 
|} to the sea added to the hazard.

George Hardy, botanist; and William

|the world’s most modern equipment 
are transforming this sleepy village 
into Britain’s No. 1 oil town, 

Sleeping nights amid the ghosts of 


history, these top oil men are 
| vising construction of the new $100,- 
000,000 Anglo-American Oil Company 
Esso refinery. They are showing the 
British “how” on what is regarded as 
one of the world’s toughest engineering 
assignments. 

The lazy village was selected as the 
site of Britain's most ambitious oil re- 
fining scheme because of its natural 
elevation, small existing refinery, and 
excellent deep-water harbor facilities. 

Because of the considerably increas- 
ed volume of crude oil being made 
available from the Middle Hast, it be- 
came uneconomical to transport the 
crude product to the United States and 
then bring back the refined oil by tan- 
ker across the Atlantic to Britain. 

So last September the first United 
States engineers arrived at Fawley, 
and with typical American hustle gor 
ito work clearing nearly 900 acres of 
wooded ground. 

With 100,000 tons of machinery and 
|}materials arriving from the United 
| States at the rate of 1,000 tons a day, 
|all plant from America is paid for by 
the Standard Oil Company of New Jer 
| sey, which is supervising construction. 

This relieves Britain of dollar drain, 
and every effort is made to buy British 
materials where possible. Britain, for 
instance, will supply the 300 miles of 
pipeline yet to be laid. 
In Doamsday Book 

Fawley — which in 
means “clearing in the woods’-—is 
aptly named. Thirty-eight acres of 
trees were pulled up in Hampshire's 
New Forest to clear the site for the 
new refinery, which will eventually 
process 5,500,000 tons of oil a year., 

Soaked in history, Fawley is men- 
tioneg in England's Doomsday Book, 

Overlooking Southampton water, 
ealled the gateway to England, it was 
here that Cedric the Saxon fought and 
lost a battle in the New Forest. In the 
village stands a norman church, pre- 
served by order of William Rufus. 

Long before Americans came , to 
Fawley to build a giant refinery, they

dated 1603, and Calshoot castle, built 
in 1513 by Henry VIII. 

Now the American oilmen, mostly 
accompanied by their wives and child- 
ren, are rapidly becoming absorbeq in- 
to the local scene. To the 3,566 Britons 
working under them they are “regular 
chaps”. Thats the way it works here, 
They take the best from gach other. 

It is expected that by next year 4,000 
men will be working on the construc-

Even this small 
amount has proved a valuable dollar 
earner and has also brought New Zea- 
land a much better. return than if it 
had been sold to Britain. «. 


There are now strong demands from 
many New Zealand producers that the 
Percentage which may be _ retained 
should be increased and that a similar 
percentage for outside markets be in- 
troduced for meat. It is argued that 
the butter and meat position in Bri- 
tain has greatly improved and that a 
proportion of the food could now .be 
used to better effect by being diverted 
to dollar markets for the benefit of the 
sterling area’s reserves, :

Crop Prospects

as a percentage of the long-time aver- 
age yield per acre, gdve this table with 
last year’s percentages in brackets: 


yields. Deviations from normal in res- 
pect to weather factors, diseases or in- 
sect infestations between June 30 and 
harvest time could leaq to outturns 
which would vary considerably from 
those apparently indicated by the June 
30 figures.

1960 crop condition picture looks pretty 
good, 

The nation’s trade picture looks good 
too. Ca a imports hit an all-time 
monthly high in May and at the same 
time exports to the United States 
touched a new record. 

The high of $177,200,000 in exports 
to the U.S. resulted in Canada's ad- 
verse trade balance with that country 
being slashed to $18,300,000 for the 
month, compared to a debit of $49,100,- 
000 at May last year and $22,900,000 
for last April. 

The month's trade set new records 
in a number of directions.

President Truman last. week declared 
the free world is Getermined to fight 
aggression anywhere in the world and 
called on Congress for $10,000,000 for a

This, the President said in his mes, 
sage last Wednesday and later in the 
day over radio and television, was 
heeded to win the Korean war and 
combat any Red oe Ra elsewhere 
in the world. 

The President had some harsh words 
for Russia. He warned: 

“The free world has made it clear, 
through the United Nations, that law- 
less aggression will be met by force, 
This is the significance of Korea—and 
it is a significance whose importance 
cannot be overlooked. 

“I shall not attempt to predict the 
course of events, but I am sure that 
those who have it in their power 
unleash or withhold acts of armed ag- 
gression must realize that new  re- 
course to aggression in the world to- 
day might well strain to the breaking 
point the fabric of world peace. 

“We will not flineh In the face of 
danger or difficulty, be

Truman's message did not specifical - 
yl spell out the things Americans will 
have to give up to meet the emergency. 
But in general, terms it would mean 
fewer “non-essential” articles such ag 
automobiles and radio sets, as well as 
a tightening on installment buying as 
well as higher taxes. 

Speaking of the invasion of South 
Korea by the Northern Reds, Truman 
used some more blunt language. 

‘ He denounced the Communist inva- 
sion’as “nakeq deMberate, unprovoked, 
aggression, without a shadow of just- 
ification,” and he declared: 

“The attack on the Republic of Kor- 
ea makes it plain beyond all doubt that 
the International Communist Move- 
ment is prepared to use armed aggres- 
sion to conquer independent nations. 
“We must therefore recognize the 
possibility that armed aggression may 
take place in other areas.”

Samuel was 
not a soldier, but when the Philistines 
invaded the land of Israel, Samuel's 
prayer brought to his people a grea 
deliverance (I Samuel 7) God guided 
Samuel in the choice of Saul as king. 
(i Samuel 9 and 10) After Saul was re- 
jected, God guided him in the choice of 
David as Saul’s successor: (I Samuel 
16: 1-13) 

Samuel was one of the first to see 
the possibility of the unity of the trit- 
es of Israel, and to. prepare the way 
or the work of Saul and David in bring 
ing them together. Thus add to his 
glory as a prophet the fame of one wac 
hated division among the people of the 
Lord, who never spoke of one tribe as 
against another, but aways dealt witb 
Israel as a whole. 

The aspiration of the nations and 
churches today is toward a new unity. 
Particularly the young Christians of 
Asia feel the divisions between the 
churches as a source of weakness and 
are calling on all to unite and so ans- 
wer Christ’s prayer — “That they all 
| may be one’... that the world may be- 
lieve that Thou hast sent me.” (John 
17: 22-23). 

Samuel's idea of the character of 
God governed his own conduct as a 
ruler in Israel. God's moral character 
was-one of the great discoveries of the 
prophets of Israel.

ing under pressure in moist heat al- 
lows high temperature without tough- 
ening the ‘white of the egg. 

After much experimental work, the 
experts now agree that with modern, 
well-controled ovens it is practical to 
bake angel cakes at a higher tempera- 
ture than has been recommended.
